STORY OF HAYMARKET RIOT. 


Head of Bomb Survivors Warns 
Youths of Morals as Precaution 
Against Similar Outbreak. 

ASR Sire. 

A hundred kindly disposed relatives and 
friends of the bluecoats who faced the 
Haymarket bombs joined with them last 
night in observing the anniversary of the 
night in which nine membersof the police 
department received fatal wounds at the 
hands of anarchists. It was the twenty- 
ninth anniversary of the riot. 

Fifty of the veterans of the day were 
there, bedecked with carnations, badges, 
and some with stars. 

John Kinsella, first president of. the 

Haymarket Veterans’ aesociation. spoke 

of the spirit which aroused the anarch- 

ists and told the story of the riot. He aiso 
gave a brief survey of the city’s history. 

He concluded with a few moral sugges- 

tions to the young, which, he said, were 

needed if we would avoid another Hay- 
market riot. 

Francis Walker related the lega! battle 
to convict the anarchists. He is the only 
one living of all the judges and lawyers 
who heard the case. 

First Deputy Schuettler, a detective ser- 
geant when the riot took place and who 
captured one of the ringleaders, said the 
riot brought the need of police org; ge 
before the public.

“That does act make up quite the 
amount of the deficit claimed,” said Mrs.

Gov. Dunne and Bishop Fallows both 
quoted statistics to show that the percent 
of murders in states where capital pun- 
ishment has been abolished is fewer than 
in Atates where the death penalty etill 
existe. 


Plea of the Governor. 

Gov. Dunne cited a number of cases in 
which men afterward found to be inno- 
cent had been condemned to death. He 
said the tendency of the times was toward 
the abolishment of the death penalty. 
Statistics showed, he said, that the 
fewest murders per capita of population 
in the United States are in the states of 
Maine, Rhode Island, Vermont, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota, in all of which 
capital punishment either has been abol- 
ished or is made so Tare as to be prac- 
tically obsolete. | 

The governor answered the argument 
that mob violence would follow by citing 
states and nations in which capital pun- 
ishment has been abolished, showing that 
lynchings have not prevailed in these 
places. He read from statements of 
authors, ministers, statesmen, and other 
thinkers declaring against the legal tak- 
ing of human life. 

Plea of Bishop Fallows. 

Bishop Fallows declared that in the 
state of Wisconsin he did not believe there 
was a single man who favored restoration 
of capital punishment. He emphasized 
the contention that capital punishment 
does not act to deter homicides, 

A statement was read from former Gov. 
Eberhart of Minnesota that, after four 
yeans with capital punishment abolished, 
crime not only had not increased but an 
increase of 50 per cent in convictions had 
been had.

Washington, D. C., May 4—{Special.}— “4 
President Wilson received authoritative 
advices from Mexico today that agencies 
are at work there organizing an army to 
put Huerta back in power. 

These advices made it clear that these 
agencies have been at work for some 
months, and that Huerta was persuaded 
to come to New York from Europe by 
reason of the progress of their plans. 

According to the information given the 
president and hie cabinet, forces are now 
being organized in the rear of Gen. Villa 
for the purpose of annihilating him if pos-- 
sible before any other move is made. 
With Villa out of the way, Huerta will 
immediately announce his intention of re- 
suming his dictatorship in Mexico and 
pes attempt to regain and hold Mexico 

ty. 

Villa’s Officers Bought Up. 
' The president was also advised that 
many of Villa's officers as well as many 
of his troops have been bought up by the 
instigators of the new revolution. 

The character of the information re- 
ceived today was such as to leave no 
doubt in the minds of the president and 
his advisers as to Huerta’s intentions. 
Whether they will attempt to prevent 
Huerta from mixing into Mexican politics 
again is problematical.

Aldermanic Body Busy.

Carl T. Murray is chairman, 
met with Mayor Thompson in the morn- 
ing and was told to spare no effort in 
bringing peace. 

“We have planned to hold meetings 
first with one side and then with the 
other,” Ald. Murray egaid. “in the hope 
that by getting each to give a little, « 
compromise might be reached.”

Mur- 
ray, James A. Kearns, John Kjellander, 
John Toman, and Lewis D. Sitts, met in 
executive session in the afternoon and 
formulated their procedure.

The mosquito is chiefly a carrier of 
discomfort, while the fly carries disease. 
Nothing is too.filthy for flies to walk in | 
or to eat, and from filth they delight togo 
to babies’ milk and exposed foods and 
contaminate them. | 


Heavy Mortality Due to Flies. 

Some authorities hold that one out of 
every five human deaths is due to disease 
carried by flies. 

Here are some precautions to be ob- 
served in preventing mosquitoes’ hatch- 
ing: ee 
Spray standing water and wet places 
with a mixture of kerosene, 42 degrees 
Baume, and crude oil, 28 degrees Baume, 
half and half. 

In wet spots where there is much vege- 
tatien which cannot be removed, and 
which renders formation ef a complete 
film of oil difficult, pour a larvicide com- 
posed of a mixture of sulphate of nicotine 
and water in proportions of not less thap 
one part nicotine to 1,000 parts water. A 
stronger solution will be even better.
